Continued Examination Under 37CRF 1.114 After Final Rejection. 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including 
the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final 
rejection. Since this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 
CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the 
finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 03/16/2009 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 49-51 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 49-51, are allowable because the closest prior art, Shibuya et al. 

[U.S. Patent Application Publication No. 2004/0064269] and Lau et al. [U.S. 
Patent No. 7,191 ,435], either singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate or 
render obvious a computer implemented method (or an apparatus or a computer 
program product) for creating a new return on investment template from a default 
template and a plurality of modified templates in order to calculate an amount of 
money a customer will spend for a process upgrade, the method comprising: 

developing a data list from the plurality of modify templates and the 
modified templates' effectiveness factors, wherein the data in the modified 
templates is weighted according to a plurality of effectiveness factors are 
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calculated by determining an application accuracy, a computer accuracy, and an 
information technology infrastructure accuracy; in combination with all other 
limitations in the claim(s) as claimed and defined by applicant.
